' Clean Face a Bad Sign.

,Character Fanlts Negative. . 

“Character faults manifest themselves 
something wrong with a boy who does 
not know how to m trouble. 

“Children, of course, should. be al- 
lowed to read the kind. of stories that 
they like. Their natural tendencies 
must be guided, but never thwarted. No 
boy will want to read cheap detective 
stories if his mind has been guided in 
the right direction. He will crave 
wholesome tales of adyenture, 

“As the child lives in a world of its 
own imagination, we should not try to 
yank {it over headlong into our sphere. 
It is nonsense to-ask the child to jump 
up to us. We must. get down to him. 
If the mother will try to think in the

Quashing of Indictment for 
Omission of Word Amazes 
British Judiciary. 


LAW LIKENED TO OX CART 
Missouri Dean Tells Hearers 


American Justice Is Far Be- 
hind the Times. 





The courts of England “‘rang with in- 


extinguishable laughter” at the reversal 
of the Ferd Warner bribery case be- 
cause the word ‘“‘the’’ was left out of 
the. indictment, Dean John D. Lawson 
of the law school of the University of 
Missouri told Ahe American Political 
Science Association at the: Southern Ho- 
tel. , 

Judge Lawson was commissioned by 
the American Institute of Criminal Law 
to study the differences between En- 
glish and American legal procedure. The 
institute is working toward the elimine- 
tion of technicalities from the proced- 
ure here. Judge Lawson spent much 
time in Londen, and sat daily with the 

dges of the Old Bailey. 

“One of the first things they asked 
me,”” he said, ‘“‘was the name of the 
State in which the Supreme Court had 
reversed a case because ‘the’ was left 
out of the indictment. 

Laugh at His Explanation. 

“Ee Petre to confess that it was my 
own’ state. They laughed heartily, 
and seemed to think the thing a great 
joke. How, they asked, could such a 
reversal be justified? 

“Tl explained that our Constituiion 
provides certain methods. of pro- 
cedure, and that one of them is that 
a criminal indictment must specify 
«that the offense was ‘against the 
peace and dignity of THE State.’ 

“*T suppose,’ one of them remarked, 
“that if your constitution provided 
that the court must have a tin roof, 
the case would be reversed if it were 
tried in a court with a slate roof.’ 
And he laughed more heartily’ than 
ever.

in civil and criminal cases. He said 
it was time for the United States to 
weg up, as Germany and England 
ad done. Comparing the progress in 
invention with legal backwardness, 
he said that the courts today move 
as slowly as did the travelers in ox 
carts and canal boats of olden times. 
Technical rules should be made simple 
and flexible, he. said, to allow the 
court, without the delay of second trials 
or appellate procedure (except in rare 
cases) to determine cases on the sub- 
stantial principles of the law. 
McDermott mentioned the Thaw case 
as one in which “the unwritten law 
was supported by perjury and maudlin 
appeal to sentiment.”’ He declared that 
many judges today are “vain and ante- 
diluvian,’’ and base decisions on téchni- 
ealities rather than on their merits, 
“either to appear ultra learned and 


Olshrewd or becatise of indifference to 


justice,” 

Duelling, in which men have about an 
equal chance for life, has been sup- 
pressed in this country, McDermott ob- 
served, but the courts by their dealys 
and their technicalities, and by setting 
free guilty men, had encouraged mob 
violence and thus were responsible for 
many deaths.

ADVISER OF LINCOLN IS DEAD 
IN HIS NINETY-FOURTH YEAR 


John W. Ellis Was President of 
the First National Bank 


Founded. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 2.—John W. Blliis, 
who played a large part in engineering 
the national finances during the Civil 
War, is dead at his home here in his 
ninety-fourth year, after an illness of 
several years. 

He started his business career in. Cin- 
cinnati at the age of 18 and by the time 
the Civil War began was regarded as one 
of the ablest financiers of the Middle 
West. He was president of the Cin- 
cinnati, Hamilton & Dayton Ratlroad 
and interested in other railroad proper- 
ties. ; 

He was instrumental In organizing the 
national bank system during the war 
and became president of the first 
national bank founded. At this time, he 
frequently was in consultation with 
President Lincoln, Secretary Chase and 
with Jay Cooke. When Gen. Grant 
was elected president, Ellis was asked 
to head the Treasury Department, but 
declined. He came to New York City in 
1870 and retired from active business ten 
years later.

Score Is Purely Melodious. 

Here is music which, apart from the 
amazing deftness, ingenuity and plas- 
ticity of thematic construction, is pure 
music; melodious, spontaneous, for all 
its subtle art, written from the heart 
by a master hand; music, too; written 
with the large-hearted, kindly human- 
ity of a Hans Sachs, who views life 
with contemplative idealism, with a 
poetic and romantic feeling, noble in its 
simplicity, and a tenderness and sym- 
pathy full of sentiment, yet never sen- 
timental. 

Objectively, the story which follows 
the old Grimm tale {is a poetic, fanciful

Oklahoma Governor’s Daugh- 
ter Ready to Enter Ring 
With Dr. Ruth A. Gay. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
CINCINNATI, , Dec. 29 — Vm per 


fectly willing to spar with Dr. Gay,” 
said Miss Jane Haskell, daughter of 
Gov. Charles Haskell of Oklahoma, 
today. “Since she belleves that wom- 


en shquld act like men, perhaps she 
would rather put on the gloves than 
fight me with the feminine weapon, 
the tongue. Tell Dr. Gay that I will 
do a little sparring to. settle this 
question between us if she is simi- 
larly inclined.” 

| Miss Haskell is an athletic girl and 
a horsewoman. Both she and Dr. 
Ruth A. Gay, suffragette, live in Okla- 
homa City. The story that prompted 
the boxing bout was printed in a local 
newspaper last month. 

Miss‘ Haskell wants to’ go on the 
stage. She was quoted as saying 
that although she intends to earn her 
own living, she does not believe wom- 
en should usurp men’s places in the 
world. Dr. Gay, a prominent mem. 
ber of the Oklahoma Female Suffrage 
Association, read the article, and re- 
plying in an Oklahoma City news- 
paper, declared: 

“Miss Haskell’s youth and inexpe- 
rience plead for her, but that she should 
so flippantly arraign women of the 
stamp of Julia Ward Howe as foolish 
suffragettes is intolerable and proves 
that she was. not fair in her position. 

“Such women as Julia Ward Howe 
have made it possible for other wom- 
en like Miss Haskell to do something 
for themselves in this world of affairs, 
and also retain the atmosphere of so- 
ciety so essential te them.” 

This is only an extract. The reply 
eccupied six entire columns. Several 
days later the suffragette wrote a 
poem that fairly sizzled'in indignant 
protest against the views of the Gov- 
ernor’s daughter. Miss Haskell only 
laughed. She says she isn’t fooling in 
volunteering to enter a ring contest. 

“TI promise not to hit in the clinches,” 
she said. “It is up to Dr. Gay to 
accept the challenge.”

But the American people are 
not without the hope of realizing the combina- 
tion. They are watching Dr. Wilson with rising 

nfidence in the possibility of a union of the 
tudent and the .statesman—the man of thought 
and the man of action. He, more than any 
American in public life today, perhaps more than 
any man who has been conspicuous in American 
politics, has the opportunity to exemplify the 
success of a student-statesman. We have had 
men of learning and culture, scientists and philos- 
ophers, in politics, but nearly all went to the 
study from the’ field of action. They were men of 
affairs with a taste.for culture. But Dr. Wilson 
has stepped directly from the study into the fleld 
of action. All of his mature years to the age 
of 64 have been given to the study and the 
teaching of history, political economy and politi- 
cal science. 

There is no doubt of Dr. Wilson’s intellectual 
power nor of hig mental equipment for the 
highest usefulness in statesmanship. He has 
clarified his thought by writing and speaking. He 
has a thorough comprehension of the fundamen- 
tal principles of Democracy. No man of this 
generation has preached sounder doctrines or 
has expounded them with greater simplicity, 
clarity and force. He has demonstrated strong 
qualities of popular leadership. He has appealed 
to the hearts as well as the minds of the people 
by his broad and sympathetic views of social 
issues. 

But the crucial test of Dr. Wilson’s worth in 
practical statesmanship is yet to come. It is rap- 
idly approaching. As Governor of New Jersey 
he must prove his judgment, his efficiency and 
his moral courage. He has made a good start. 
He has taken issue with the boss of the political 
machine which has controlled the Democratic or- 
ganization of the State. He has aligned himself 
with the people against the boss on the question 
of control. He has appealed to the people on an 
admirable program of reform. 

No Eastern Democratic leader of recent years 
has had the sympathy and good will of the West 
in so large a measure as Dr. Wilson. The West- 
ern Democrats look upon him as a Democratic 
Democrat. They approve his views concerning 
the preservation of constitutional representative 
government, with distinct state and Federal func- 
tions and the enforcement of individual responsi- 
bility under the laws. They like his method of 
taking the people into his confidence. 

If Dr. Wilson shall stand by his guns in New 
Jersey; if he shall redeem that State from the 
curse of bossism he will prove his moral force. 
A Democratic leader combining the intellectual 
capacity of a Tilden with the moral courage of a 
Cleveland, would go far in the making of Ameri- 
ean history of the right kind. The opportunity 
to join the making with the writing of history 
is open to Dr. Wilson. :

PROBABLE DURATION OF LIFE.

A. H. Stewart, Lawton, Del. says that recent 
discoveries in science place the responsibility of 
prolonging life upon the individual and the com- 
munity. All growth begins in the cell, and the 
rate of growth is most rapid when the tissues are 
at their least density, eafly in life. Continued 
denutrition leads to permanent physical degenera- 
tion. The final achievement of the body is inore 
affected by ‘deficient nutrition late, than early, in 
life. Life lasts as long as an adjuatment can be 
maintained between internal and external rela- 
tlons. Mortality depends on the hygienic state 
of the community. Life is at present lengthen- 
ing in Burope at the rate of 17 years per century. 
So it ig probably to a less degree in America. If 
medicine and sanitary science go on improving at 
the present rate life will be materially increased 
in length by the end of the present century.

Secretary to Decline Re-Election 
if Bowlers Adopt Pro- 
posed Amendment. | 


REQUIRES TOO MUCH TIME 


Personal Interests Will Prevent 
Official From Retaining 
Position. \ 


* 


Secretary A. L. Langtry of the Amer- 
iean Bowliag Congress, who is in &t. 
Louis to assist in the arrangements for 
the national tournament at the Coliseum 
next month, says‘he will decline re- 
election to the office if he is required 
to devote all his time to the position, as 
will be necessary accerding to a pro- 
posed ameniment. } 

It is planned to vote on an amendmen 
calling for an increase of the secretary's 
salary to $8000 a year with $600 annual- 
ly for expenses. Langtry says his per- 
sona! interests in Milwaukee would not 
permit him to accept the position at 
those figures. z 

“I enjoy the work in connection with 
running the big bowling tournaments,” 
said A, L. Langry to the Post-Dispatch, 
“but I cannot accept a re-election if the 
amendment bearing on that office goes 
through at the next meeting of the 
Congress. 

Will Not Accept Job. 

“This amendment carries with it the 
stipulation that the secretary shall de- 
vote all his time to the work of the 
A. B. C. and I could not do that as I 
have interests which it would be im- 
possible for ms to drop unless the in- 
ducement is very great. The majority 
of the bowlers do not know it, but at 
present I spend about 90 per cent of my 
time on A. B. C. affaires and the rest 
goes in looking after my own business. 

“I would not want to give anybody «a 
chance to say that I was not living up 
to the agreement required under the 
new amendment and that is what they 
surely would do if they saw me devot- 
ing any time to work outside of the 
A. B.C. : 

“Since I have heard of this proposed 
amendment and my friends have sug- 
gested that I run for the office again, 
I have figured the proposition over sey- 
eral times and I find from what I know 
of the expenses of keeping the office 
that the new proposition would really 
mean @ salary of about $1,200 a year. 

Langtry says that if the office is left 
the way it tw at present, he would be 
giad to retain it if his friends fit 
to re-elect him. . 3 

More Work for Secretary. : 

If the new amendment relating to tn- 
dividual representation in the A. B. C. 
goes through it would mean about half 
as much work again as there is at pres- 
ent but at the same time he is in favor 
of the amendment. It has been a hobby 
of his for years and he is glad te see 
that the question is again coming up 
before the convention. 

Langtry said he believed he would lke 
to see the scheme tried out on some big 
city association such as the one in 8t 
Louls before it is adopted by the 
National assdciation. The new plan of 
individual membership would necessi- 
tate a card system, according to Lang- 
try, showing every member's name and 
just how his standing was, whether his 
dues had been paid and all such data, 

“Anybody who knows anything about 
the size of the A. B. C.,” he said, 
“would know what this would mean in 
the amount of detail work and it would 
be impossible to have it done properly 
unless clerks were employed for the 


purpose.”
